Daughter of man slain in Madison testifies 


Relatives of three victims of convicted 
murderer Girvies Davis emotionally urged 
Thursday that his execution go forw: this 
week on schedule, : 

Among those tes! ig was Mary Perdue 
Taft, a daughter of James Perdue, who was 
murdered during a robbery at his Madison 
furniture store in 1979. Davis was never tried 
for that crime but admitted it in a written 
confession. 

Taft said her father was a-decorated World 
War II veteran and a popular figure in his 
community. “‘He did not deserve to die and 
neither did these other le, and it’s time 
to carry out the will of the people.” 

She was among relatives of Davis’ victims 
who appeared before a state Prisoner 
Review Board hearing in Springfield on 
Davis’ plea to commute his sentence to life 


in n. 

Davis faces execution early Wednesday for 
the 1978 murder of 89-year: Charles Biebel 
of Belleville. Biebel was shot to death in his 
wheelchair at his mobile home during a 


mnurderand-robbery spree by Davis and 
Rie Holman in fadison and St. Clair 
counties.

jupporters of Davis’ clemency plea 
included a journalism professor and his 
students, friends, ministers anda legislator 
who argued the state may be about to 
execute an innocent man. 

The group mounted a publicity campaign 
in recent weeks, employing even the flobal 
Internet computer network, to argue Davis 
was illiterate and had mental problems at 
the time of the crimes but has since been 
“transformed.” 

Both a former and current Madison County 
state's attorney and a St. Clair County 
sheriff's detective who took a disputed 
confession from Davis attacked the clemency 
group’s claims and argued Davis was a 
vicious killer who preyed on the elderly in 
rural areas. 


“I went to my father’s trailer and found 
him sitting in his wheelchair, dead with a 
bleeding wound in his chest,’’ said Jean 
Moore, Biebel’s daughter. ‘‘For the last 164 
years I have lived with that image. 

“My father could not get clemency from 
the death sentence Davis gave him, and it’s 
only just (that) his sentence be carried out 
as scheduled,” she said. 

Her voice shaking, Pam Cash, widow of 

ank Cash of Caseyville, whom Davis was 
convicted of murdering during an auto 
supply store robbery in East St. Louis in 
1979, told the board that she gave birth to 
the Souple's first child the day after her 
husband was shot and killed. 

“‘My daughter's never known her father,’’ 
she said. ‘‘I do not feel somebody who kills 
people just to kill them should be allowed to 

eep his life.” 

Also appearing was Elmer Sepmeyer, a 
son of 86-year-old Esther Sepmeyer of rural 
Maryville, who was murdered in July 1979.

Armenian survivors recall massacre’s horror

Although the Turkish 
still denies the killing of Armenians 
during World War I, three local 
survivors — Araxie Pashalian, 87; 
Mentouhie Ohanesian, 89; and 
Nevarte Hagopian, 86 — have vivid 
memories 03 eir lives during that 
time. 

Hagopian’s father, Ankeen 
Parsaghian, had already gone to 
American and was preparin a home 
for his family when the troubles 
began. 

lagopian, then 6, remembered 
Turkish soldiers coming to the

family’s farm — butchering and 
eating all the livestock. 

“That night my mother (Anedis 
Parsaghian) and I went to my 
maternal grandparents home to find 
her parents and three sisters,’’ she 
said. ‘‘We found my grandmother, 
Harom, my auntsZarouhi and Zahel, 
my Uncle Bedras all massacred.”’ 

ey found her grandfather, a 
deacon at the local church, tied to a 
stake waiting to be burned. 

“When he saw my mother he 
pleaded for a drink of water,"’ she 
said. ‘‘My mother was very brave 
and gave him a drink.”’ 

The Turkish soldiers then drove 
them away and burned her 


grandfather and the church. Later, 
they saw what Hagopian estimated 
were 500-600 Armenian men chained 
together. She and her mother brought 
them water and cigarettes, but were 
chased away. 

The men were taken to a barn, 
which was later burned to the 
ground. 

Hagopian, her mother and two 
other girls escaped to a wheat field, 
but Turkish cavalrymen came after 
them, using their swords to search 
for the women. 

‘“‘*My mother held us and prayed,” 
Hagopian said. ‘‘She told me we 
would get shot and it would all be

Estimated 800,000 were killed

They are old women nov, all in 
their 80s, and instead of happy 
childhood memories, they dream of 
destruction and slaughter. 

Araxie Pashalian, Mentouhie 
Ohanesian and Nevarte Hagopian are 
a few of the small handful of area 
survivors of the systematic massacre 
and dispersal of Armenians by the 
Turkish government at the start of 
World War I. That action was later 


used as a model for the “‘final 
solution” against Jews by Nazi 
Germany. 

Between 1915 and 1923, an 
estimated 800,000 of the 2 million 
Armenians living in the Turkish 
empire were led, with survivors 
fleeing to all parts.of the globe. 

While most of America focused last 
month on the bombing in Oklahoma 
City, the 80th anniversary of the start 
of these events quietly slipped by. 

But not for everybody. 

About 1,500 Armenian-Americans 


live in the Madison-Granite City 
area. 

“It is something that has affected 
each Armenian no matter where they 
are,’’ said Rev. Varton Kassabian, 

astor of St. Gregory’s Armenian 
urch in Granite City. Kassabian’s 
father was one of the survivors who 
made it to the United States. 

The Armenian people had lived in 
the land between the Black and 
Caspian seas under Turkish rule 
since around the 14th Century.

3 charged in sting 
on alcohol sales

Three people were cited for 
selling alcohol to a minor during 
a sting operation Wednesday 
evening by the Granite City 
Police Department. 

According to Assistant Chief 
Kip Pomeroy, an underaged 
minor, a member of the police 
auxiliary, was sent into several 
bars, liquor stores and grocery 
stores, where he attempted to 
purchase alcohol with his own 
identification — clearly marked 
as being underaged. 

Pomeroy said the youth was 
successful in three of the eight 
establishments targeted — Play- 
ers Pub & Grill, 1329 Niedrin- 
ghaus Ave.; National Supermar- 
kets, 3100 Madison Ave.; and 
Schnucks Supermarkets, 3401 
Madison Ave. 

One person was cited for an 
ordinance violation at each 
establishment. All were released 
after posting bond. Cited at 
Players was Wanda Chandler, 
40, of the 2300 block of Logan; at 
Schnucks, Connie Law, 43, of 
Staunton Road in Edwardsville; 
and at National, Betty Julius, 34, 
of the 5200 block of Nameoki 
Road. 

Players had been cited previ- 
ously. for serving minors, he 
said. 


“This is something we do peri- 
odically, basically to test liquor 
license holders to be sure they’re 
doing what they are supposed to 
be, ” Pomeroy said 

He said the targeted business- 
es were picked at random from 
among liquor license holders. 

The sting was requested by 
Mayor Ron Selph, who is also 
the’city’s liquor commissioner. 

“This is something I wanted 
the police to do, especially with 
graduations coming up,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Almost every year you 
hear about some kind of catas- 
trophe because kids have had to 
much to drink after graduation.” 

Selph said he put on a seminar 
about two weeks ago for city 
liquor license holders on how to 
properly identify underaged cus- 
tomers. 

Although grocery stores were 
not invited — ‘which Selph 
admits was an oversight — he 
said it still should have been 
obvious that the youth purchas- 
ing liquor was too young. 

“When a kid goes in and 
shows an ID that says ‘under 
21,’ it’s not hard to figure out,’” 
he said. 

Selph also said this will not be 
the last check of liquor license 
holders.

“I never killed anyone,’’ he 
told St. Clair County Circuit 
Judge Lloyd Karmeier. ‘I think 
the court and state made serious 
mistakes in this case that will 
have to be resolved in a higher 
court.’” 

Ashburn, of Granite City, 
already is Serving time on previ- 
ous weapons charges, gave 
notice that he will appeal. 

Karmeier said Ashburn was 
eligible for an extended prison 
term beyond the 60-year maxi-; 
mum for first-degree murder:

2nd man guilty in trooper’s beating

The second of three men 
accused of beating a state troop- 
er in East St. Louis last year 
has been convicted of some of 
the charges in the incident. 

Robert Bradley, 32, was found 
guilty of one count each of 
aggravated battery involving 
great bodily harm, robbery and 
burglary. 

He will be sentenced June 8 
before Circuit Judge Michael 
O'Malley and faces up to seven 
years in prison on the more seri- 
ous charges, but prosecutors 
could seek double the time 
because of his criminal back- 
ground 

The jury also acquitted Brad- 
ley of a second count of aggra- 
vated battery against a peace 


officer and using a weapon. 

He will stand trial on a sepa- 
rate charge of obstructing jus- 
tice in which police allege he 
gave the wrong name during 
questioning. No date has been 
set for that case. 

Police alleged that Bradley, 
George Smith and Dorne Kidd 
“beat Illinois State Police trooper 
Paul Stygar who was workin; 
undercover prostitute detai’ 
East St. Louis Sept. 29. 

Smith was acquitted and Kidd 
was sentenced to 12 years in 
prison after conviction on the 
charges. 

Stygar testified that he was 
driving around the Goose Hill 
area of East St. Louis when a 
man who identified himself as 
George offered to take him to a 
prostitute. About a block away, 
George called a woman from a 
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house and the two negotiated 
with Stygar for prostitute servic- 
es. 

Stygar announced plans to 
arrest the woman, but said he 
saw three men approach him 
from behind. The men jumped 
him and beat him as he pulled 
his gun out and fired a shot. The 
men were finally able to get his 
gun, badge and watch before 
taking his car. 

Most of the items were recov- 
ered in various places within a 
mile of the beating. 


Despite Ashburn’s claims of 
innocence, Karmeier said he 
could find no factors that would 
justify a lesser sentence.

‘The developer of a proposed 
energy plant in Madison will 
conduct a series of public 
meetings to discuss his proposal. 

Metro East Limited Liability 
Co. and its parent company, 
STRIV LLC of Bloomfield, _ 
Conn., have proposed building a 
“power plant on Bend Road in 

adison, near Horseshoe Lake 
and the Cloverleaf Subdivision. 
The proposed location is zoned 
industrial. 

The proposed plant would burn 
at least 400,000 tons of wood 
waste each year to provide 
energy to Illinois Power. 

Michael Vrtis, project 
manager, has offered to meet 
“‘with anyone interested in 
discussing our interests,”” and 
had discussed and distributed a 
proposal on forming an advisory 
council. 

“Quite simply, the advisory 
council would be a group of area 
residents brought together in an 
effort to focus attention on 
concerns during the development 





Kathy Andria of Granite City 
has said that scrap wood such as 
that the proposed plant would 
burn can often contain creosote 
and other carcinogens. When the 
wood is burned, Andria said, 

all particles will be emitted 
to the atmosphere and those 
nearby will breathe them. 

“Misinformation is the biggest 
enemy of this facility,”’ Vrtis 
said. 

He said that the proposed 
facility will divert at least 
400,000 tons of the 1.2 million 
tons of wood waste in the St. 
Louis metropolitan area that 
goes to a landfill each year.. He 
said the facility would conserve 
more than 22 million gallons of 
oil each year. 

“‘We want to do everythin; 
can to let people know exactly 
what we intend to do,”’ Vrtis 
said 

Vrtis has supplied Madison 
City Attorney Casper 
Nighohossian with a list of 
similar facilities owned, : 
operated or developed by STRIV 
LLC and offered to arrange 
tours of any of the facilities. 


topics of residents’ choice, 
including a video tour of an 
existing facility, a walking tour 
of the proposed facility’s layout, 
and a tour of the local sources of 
waste wood that would be 
burned at the power plant. 

“The- real (environmental) 
problem is not our facility, as 
some would have you think. The 
real problem is the vary large 
amount of wood waste in the 
region. We can be a part of the 
solution,”’ Vrtis said. 

He said more than 500 similar 
facilities are located throughout 
the country. 

The Madison City Council 
must approve siting for the 
proposed $100 million power 
plant and state and federal 
environmental permits must be 
obtained before the plant may 
begin operation

Problem: Dead Annual 
Bluegrass. Its symptoms are 
patches of lush green grass 
that die and turn light- 
colored. The cure: You can 
use weed killers, but they 
won't do the job 100%. The 
best way is to prevent their 
weed seeds from germinating, 
and that’s done in early to 


naid-fall. You can go a long 
way in preventing this con- 
dition by not cutting your 
grass too short. 


Problem: Circular brown 
spots around 8 to 10 inches 
in diameter in the lawn, and 
the grass does not mat down. 
The patches are usually 
surrounded by rapidly- 
growing grass. This is the 
sign of dog urine, which can 
burn grass. Lawns suffer the 
most from it in hot, dry 
weather. The solution: Water 
the affected area thoroughly. 
This can cut down, but not 
eliminate the brown 
discoloration, The good news 
is the surrounding grass 
usually fills in the affected 
area. If you want faster 
results, you can fix the area 
with patches of sod. 


Problem: Streaks or irregular 
spots of lawn dies or turns 
yellow, but the surrounding 
grass is a healthy green color. 
Damaged areas don't spread. 
More than likely, this is a sign 
of excessive fertilizer or 
gasoline spillage. An over- 
abundance of fertilizer can 
kill grass. If you accidentally 
get too much of it in an area, 
wash it away immediately.

More money sought 
for violence shelters 


Women lawmakers want the state to devote $2.5 million more to 
pay for domestic violence shelters for fiscal 1995-96. 

“(Illinois) shelters are so grievously underfunded that workers are 
receiving food stamps,’’ Rep. Suzanne Deuchler, R-Aurora, said in a 
news conference Tuesday. ‘‘Our shelters are becoming overcrowded, 
and women and their children are being turned away.”’ 

The Illinois Conference of Women Legislators said the state should 
shift the additional $2.5 million for shelters from other areas of an 
already tight budget for fiscal 1995-96, which begins July 1. 

Gov. Jim Edgar’s current budget plan calls for the state’s 49 


* publicly financed shelters to receive about $10 million, $8 million 


from the state and $2 million from the federal government. 

“If someone wants to increase that amount, they need to identify 
where-the money will come from,‘ Edgar spokesman Eric Robinson 
said 

Margarette Trushel, executive director of the Oasis Women’s Cen- 
ter in Alton, confirmed that some of her employees receive public 
assistance. Each year the center serves more than 1,500 people on a 
budget of about $500,000. 

However, one woman legislator from this area is not certain the 
state can afford to give any more money to shelters. 

Sen. Evelyn Bowles noted that the state also has to find a way to 
pay off a $1.4 billion Medicaid debt. 

“I am absolutely supportive of domestic violence issues, but we 
have an onerous debt hanging over us,”’ she said.

“This disease causes clouds 
and spots on the cornea,”’ said 
‘Turner, 41, of Granite City. On 
Dec. 14:she became the youigest 
person ever to undergo a cornea 
transplant at the 
Anheuser-Busch Eye Institute, 
located at St. Louis University. 

“They usually wait about a 
month and a half between your 

‘appointment and the time they ~ 

~@o the surgery. With me, they 
only wait three weeks. They 
looked at my eyes. They couldn’t 
believe what they saw,”’ said 
Turner, who had a new comea 
transplanted into her left eye. 

Surprisingly, she was awake 
during the operation. 

« “They gave me a local. | lay 
there. I lay perfectly still.” 
¢Turner does not know where the 
éornea came from. Prior to the 
transplant, her vision was 










similar to watching a blurry 
television. She could distinguish 
shapes but everything was fuzzy. 

“For the first time, I can see 
all the details of my children’s 
faces,’” Turner said. She has 
four children: Billy, 16; Brian, - 
12; Karen, 8; and Diane, 3. 
Turner, who is divorced, said 
Billy became the ‘“‘man of the 
house”’ in the days and weeks 
following her surgery. 

“He has been my eyes for me 
ever since I had the operation. I 
couldn’t do the housework, 
cooking, anything. He helped the 
younger children with their 
homework. He was very 
responsible and you don’t always 
find that in teenagers.” 

Though the diagnosis of 
macular corneal dystrophy 
wasn’t made until she was 38, 
Turner began having problems 
when she was a teenager. 

“J remember practicing for 
my driver's license test. I 
couldn’t judge distances. My 
father thought I was scared to 
death of driving.” 

Prior to the transplant, 
Turner's vision in her left eye 


was 20 400. She noted that a 
person is legally blind with 
vision of 20 200. Turner’s right 
eye also is affected by the 
disease, but doctors do not want 
to perform surgery on that eye 
until her left eye is completely 
healed. Turner hopes her left 
eye will be back to normal by 
this fall, which is when she 
hopes to return to classes at 
Belleville Area College’s Granite 
City Campus. Turner said she 
would like to wait to have 
surgery on her right eye un! 
after she completes her studies 
at GCC. 

She originally had enrolled at 
GCC in the fall of 1993. with the 
hopes of becoming a medical 
secretary. But, as her eyesight 
worsened, she knew she would 
have to switch fields of study. 

“I contacted Bill Mathenia, 
who’s a counselor here at GCC 
and with JTPA. I went to talk 
with him. He had me take all 
kinds of tests.”” 

Turner decided on a career in 
computers and enjoyed great 
success, earning a spot on the 
honor roll in the 1994 spring 
semester. As the 1994 fall 
semester started, Turner’s

is considered an addition to the 
estate tax). 

The full amount of the 

ualified money is includable in 
the gross estate of the 
descendent. However, Section 
2053 provides that a deduction 
may be taken for any tax paid 
under section 4980A. Thus, the 
estate tax due is based on the 
full amount of the qualified 
assets, reduced by the amount of 
“success” tax. 

Income tax is payable by the 
recipient of the money. This 
may be the estate, a trust or 
natural beneficiary(ies). The 
money is includable as ordinary 
income to the recipient in the 
year received. Thus, if 


distributions are spread over 
more than one year, the 
assessment of income tax is 
similarly spread. This is because 
it is considered income with 

to a decedent and thus is 
taxed under Section 691. 

In keeping with the general 
principle that taxes are not 
taxed, the estate tax paid as a 
result of the qualified money 
constitutes a deduction for 
income tax purposes. If the 
distribution is spread, either into 
installments or between 
recipients, this deduction is 
assigned ratably to each 
payment. The estate tax due to 
this money is the difference 
between the estate tax actually 
paid and what it would have 
been had this money not existed. 
Thus, a separate hypothetical 
calculation of the estate tax 
must be done.

Shoppers’ choice process studied

ia» It is said the eyes are a 
window to the soul. That

“Because what we see, according 
to market researchers, affects 
our decisions about which jar of 
“applesauce or bottle of ketchup 
\wior jar of peanut butter we put in 
our grocery carts. 
~ The researchers better have 
retty good eyes themselves. 
Faced with an unfamiliar 
display of competing products, 
«shoppers in 2 laboratory test 
saspent just 29.6 seconds 
‘examining the display and 
«selecting a product to buy. 
And when examining the 
‘different brands and sizes, these 
shoppers looked at one item for 
no more than 1.3 seconds before 
moving on to the next competing 
item 
.. The laboratory test and other 
research led marketing 
“professors J, Edward Russo, of 
Cornell University, and France 
Leclerc, of the Massachusetts 
institute of Technology, to 
conclude there are three stages 


of the ‘choice process,”’ the way 
shoppers decide which brand 
and size So, purchsse, 

Russo and Leclerc outlined 
their findings in a recent issue of 
the ‘‘Journal of Consumer 
Research.” 

The three stages of the choice 
process are: 

¢ Orientation, which lasted, on 
average, 3.7 seconds in the 
laboratory setting. 

« Evaluation, 22.7 seconds. 

* Verification, 3.2 seconds. 

In the real world — that is, in 
the supermarket, not the 
laboratory — these stages pass 
much more quickly. In-store 
studies find the purchase 
decision is made in 12 seconds to 
18 seconds. Russo and Leclerc 
attribute their subjects’ longer 
decision-making times to the 
laboratory setting. 

Still, their conclusion that the 
choice process has three stages 
is sound, they say. 

Shelves in the laboratory 
simulated grocery store 
conditions, except for a one-way 
mirror behind the shelves. The 
mirror hid a video camera to 
record the 47 subjects’ eyes 


during’the experiment. The 
researchers later examined the 
tapes and analyzed eye-fixation, 
when a subject’s eyes focused on 
one of the products on the 
shelves. 

Our eyes are in near constant 
motion, according to this 
research. In the orientation 
stage, when the shopper makes 
an overview of the selection of 
applesauce, ketchup or peanut 
butter (the three product 
categories the researchers 
stocked on the laboratory ~ 
shelves), the eyes fix for just 
six-tenths of a second on any one 
item. 

We linger in the evaluation 
stage, fixing on a particular 
item for 1.3 seconds before 
flitting to the next. Once an item 
has been selected for purchase, 
we verify our decision by 
glancing at our second and third 
choices for applesauce for a 
second each 

Not all purchase decisions are 
final, however. Russo and 
Leclerc found their subjects 
wanted to change their purchase 
decision 57 percent of the time 
— within 2.6 seconds of making

Demand is booming 
for data processors 


Computers have become main- 
stream, and the flood of comput- 
er technology has left em Toy- 
ment opportunities in its wake. 

One of the fastest growing and 
most in-demand professions is 
data processing. Sumply defined, 
data processing is any job that 
involves working with a comput- 
er. 

Bob Howard, principal of Alli- 
ance Systems and Programming 
Inc., 1755 Larkin Williams, says 
this demand is unlikely to slow 
down soon. “The growth poten- 
tial in this field is tremendous,” 
he said. 

Howard’s company specializes 
in computer projects that work 
with mainframes and mid-range 
computer systems, networks and 
linking personal computers 
(PCs) to mainframes. He says 
persons seeking a career in data 
processing would be wise to 
investigate opportunities in those 
areas 

“The larger mainframe and 
mid-range computer systems 
have been in use for years," he 
said. ‘‘But the proliferation of 
PCs throughout homes and offic- 
es is creating a whole new area 
of work. People want to, and 
need to, be able to interface 
with, and use, the data stored on 
those larger Systems from their 
PCs. That is what's driving a lot 
of the demand."” 

Because the types and variety

Just as important as such spe- 
cific skills is what Howard 
refers to as a real aptitude and 
interest in computer systems 
and programming 

“I like to see people who have 
an interest in learning about new 
technology. People who like to 
learn programming languages,” 
he said. “I've been especially 
interested in finding people who 
know or want to learn about new 
technology in PC networks and 
mid-range systems. Those are 
real growth areas.” 

Howard pointed out that 

although many of the data pro- 
cessing requirements are new, 
career opportunities exist for 
older, as well as younger, work- 
ers. 
“we do hire a lot of young 
people right out of schooi,” he 
tai, “put we hire just as many 
or more older people who are 
familiar with the older technolo- 
Orne reason he says is that 
although young workers know 
quite a bit about the new tech- 
fology, they know virtually noth- 
ing about the larger mainframe 
systems that the PCs must be 
connected to. , 

“The result is a job market 
with room for everybody,” says 
Howard. 

“In the last couple of years 
I've seen a lot of older persons 
with mainframe experience who 
were downsized by their compa- 
ny, They've all picked up the PC 
skills very easily. The back- 
grounds are very common so 
they've adapted readily. Part of 
the reason for our successful 
operation is the combination of 
both old and new talent.”
